In regard to the text-books in use, I have made no changes, 
none were needed. I found some of the teachers so di ficient in 
the knowledge of history, that ] thought more attention should 
be given toit. Laccordingly have introduced a child’s history of 
the United States into a majority ofthe schools; and some four 
dozen of the younger scholars can give pleasing recitations from 
the history of our country. 

By some recent enactments of our state legislature additional 
importance is given to the study of Physiology, which no doubt 
will be duly recognized by my successor.
